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THE 24 th INFANTRY DIVISION 



As the then of the U. S. 24th Infantry Division 
advanced toward the Yalu River they were grim 
and weary. But in spite Of the sub-zero cold and 
the snow-covered mountainous terrain they were 
confident and proud. » 

Only six months before, however, the men of the 
24th were fleeing in despair before the relentless 
tide of the enemy thundering from the north. On 
the morning of June 25, 1950, the North Korean 
armies stormed across the 38th parallel and at- 
tacked their fellow countrymen to the south. The 
South Koreans had no tanks, no aircraft, no anti- 
tank weapons. "They retreated in wild disorder 
under the deadly onslaught of the Communist T-34 
tanks. 

With the authority of the United Nations, the 
U. S. sent troops, ships and planes in a desperate 
effort to resist the attack. The South Korean army 
was in a state of utter collapse wh£h the first hand- 
ful of Yanks — two battalions of the 24th Infantry 
. Division— reached the battle zone. These two bat- 
' talions were dispatched to Osan, to delay the 
enemy's approach to the Kum . River line and 
Taejon. 

At this stage it was impossible for the 24th to 
live up to its nickname, the "Victory Division." 
They had no tanks and their antitank weapons and 
light bazookas were ineffectual against the power- 
ful Red armor. They fell back. Their gallant action, 
however, had served as a temporary roadblock. It 
was apparent that if the Kum River line could not 
be held, the defenders would soon be pushed into 
a small beachhead area around Pusan. Under the 
leadership of their intrepid commander, Major 
General William F. Dean, the 24th Infantry -bat- 
tled valiantly to stem the enemy tide. 

The wily North Koreans sneaked through the 
American lines in the blackness of the night. By 
day, disguised in white peasant clothing, they 
blasted U. S. positions from the flank and rear. 
Even though the 1st Cavalry Division and the 25th 
Infantry Division had arrived from Japan to bol- 
ster the beleaguered 24th, the Kum River line 
could not be held. 

General Dean by his example inspired his men 
to greater efforts. He was constantly up front with 
his troops, personally firing bazookas and machine 
guns point-blank at the enemy. The Americans fell 
back to Taejon and back again to Kumchon, the 
next important junction on the rail and road line 
to Pusan. And as the 24th retreated they discov- 
ered that their brave commander was missing. 

Two crack Red divisions poured around the 
weakened left flank of the Americans. They swept 
through the southwestern corner of Korea, and 
thundered eastward. The Reds were practically at 
the gates of Masan, 30 miles from Pusan, before 
they were halted by the dogged resistance of a 
small force of the 24th Infantry. This action helped 
to prevent the Allies from being driven into the «ea. 



The G.I.s retreated to the Naktong River and 
took up a determined stand against the rampaging 
enemy. In fierce battles, the 24th helped repulse a 
massive enemy drive toward Taegu and wiped out 
the Communist bridgeheads across the river. 

At last new Gerteral Pershing tanks and big 3.5 
bazookas, shipped post-haste from the IL S., were 
starting to wreak terrible damage on the Red 
armon Under heavy and continuous. air bombard- 
ment, it looked as though the North Koreans were 
beginning to slow down. 

But the invaders were not beaten yet. Once more 
the enemy mounted a huge attack and won bridge- 
heads across the Naktong. The Allied lines sagged 
menacingly. On the right flank the South Koreans 
broke in confused disorder. / 

Then the whole war picture suddenly changed. 
The 1st Marine Division and the 7th Infantry Di- 
vision invaded Inchon far to the north of the enemy 
lines. . 

Now the 24th Division and other units of the 
Eighth Army streamed across the Naktong in all 
directions, pounding the enemy into retreat. Se- 
curing Waegwan, the 24th plunged recklessly 
ahead. In one day there were 86 Red surrenders in 
their sector. Then they thrust forward along the 
main highway toward Suwon. This was the road 
down which the. 24th was forced back as its. men 
struggled to stem the initial Communist onslaught. 
Now the enemy was in utter retreat. 

Oh September 24, Osan, the scene of the first 
American defeat, was recaptured. A few days later 
the G.I.s were in a gay mood as they proceeded to 
recapture Taejon. The 24th Division was out front 
in this assault, intent on settling old scores. At last 
they were on the "road back:" A tank gunner sang 
lustily: 

"The last time I saw Taejon it was not bright 

and gay; 
"Today I'm going to Taejon and blow the 
place away." 

In the weeks thatfqllowed they crossed the 38th 
parallel. Then Ypnan, Chaeryong, Chinnampo, and" 
other large towns fell to the advancing 24th. So 
effective was the advance that at one point they 
took more 'than 6000 prisoners. 

The history of the 24th Infantry Division dates 
back to the old Hawaiian Division, a regular Army 
unit which was organized after World War I. It 
garrisoned and protected the Hawaiian Islands 
until it was. redesignated the 24th Infantry Divi- 
sion shortly before the outbreak of World War II. 

The Hawaiian Division was one of the old square 
infantry divisions. Two of its infantry regiments 
were assigned to the 24th. A regiment of the 
Hawaiian National Guard made up the third regi- 
ment of the division. Later this National Guard 
regiment was replaced by the 34th Infantry Regi- 
ment. 



The. 24th Division incorporates a number of 
famous old fighting regiments. The 19th Infantry 
Regiment was nicknamed the "Rock of Chicka- 
mauga" when it stood firm on the battlefield of that 
name in the Civil War. Captain A. S. Rowan, the 
man who carried the famous message to Garcia, 
was a company'commander in the 19th at one time. 
The regiment went to Hawaii in 1922 and never 
returned to the U. S. 

The 21st Infantry Regiment was organized dur- 
ing the Civil War arid fought at Antietam and 
Cold Harbor. After the Civil War it helped to quell 
Indian uprisings in the west and later fought in 
the Spanish-American War. It was in the Philip- 
pines from 1900 to 1910. The regiment was as- 
signed to Hawaii in 1921. 

The 34th Infantry Regiment saw action during 
World War I in France with the 7th Infantry Divi- 
sion. 

The shoulder patch of the 24th Infantry Divi- 
sion is a green taro leaf bordered in yellow, super- 
imposed on a red circle which is bordered in black. 
This was the shoulder patch of the old Hawaiian 
Division before it was reorganized. The taro is a 
native plant of Hawaii and from it is extracted cer- 
tain food concoctions and a drink called "poi". 

At the outset of World War II, the 24th Infantry 
Division was attacked when the Japanese bombed 
Pearl Harbor. At that time it was one of two divi- 
sions of the U. S. Army outside the continental 
limits of the United States and had its head- 
quarters' at Schofield Barracks. 

The 24th Infantry Division landed in Dutch 
New Guinea on Apr^l 22, 1944. This was a perfect 
tactical operation. In frve days the division 
smashed through to an important airfield and by 
June 6 had killed 1771 Japs and taken 502 pris- 
oners. Soon afterward the 34th Infantry Regiment 
went to Biak in support of the 41st Infantry Divi- 
sion and helped capture Boroke and Soride Air- 
dromes. 

On October 20, 1944 the division saw action 
again, when the 19th and 34th Infantry Regiments 
landed on Leyte in the Philippine Islands. To- 
gether they cleaned up the Leyte Valley and ad- 
vanced to Jaro. Then the 34th spearheaded an 
advance which cleared the way to Pinampoan. It 
was relieved in front of Breakneck Ridge by the 
21st Infantry Regiment. The 21st took the ridge 
and was subsequently relieved. On Leyte the Vic- 
tory Division killed more than 7000 Japs and suf- 
fered 2340 casualties. 

The 19th Infantry Regiment was pulled out of 
Leyte to make the landing on Mindoro Island and 
the 21st Infantry Regiment soon followed, shoot- 
ing elements to Marinduque Island. The 34th In- 
fantry Regiment was selected, to spearhead the 
landing of the 38th Infantry Division above Subic 
Bay orflanuary 29, 1945, and led that attack clear 
into Zig-Zag Pass on Luzon. In February, the 3rd 
Battalion of the 34th Infantry Regiment made the 



amphibious assault on Corregidor in support of 
paratroopers. 

On April 17, 1945 the division hit at Parang on 
Mindanao, but found few Japs. The 19th Infantry 
Regiment moved inland as fast as its men could 
march and the 21st moved up the Minanao River 
in an unprecedented river thrust supported by 
gunboats. They made a juncture at Fort Pikit. The 
34th then took over and plowed through to the 
coast of Digos. The division ultimately stormed 
Davao and in June began mopping up the Japs 
who fled before them into the hills of Mindanao. 

Space does not permit the mention of all the 
heroes of the 24th Infantry Division. We have se- 
lected three who will serve to indicate the breed 
of men incorporated in this great Army unit. 

Sgt- Frank Robinson of Downey, California, won 
the Distinguished Service Cross for action on Leyte 
when, singlehanded, he knocked out three Jap 
pillboxes. 

Col. Aubrey S. Newman of Hobgood, N.'C. won 
the Distinguished Service Cross for action oh 
Leyte when he rallied his men during an early as- 
sault on the beaches of that island and led them 
into the fray. He was later wounded seriously while 
leading tanks against the enemy- He continued to 
direct the attack until he lapsed into unconscious- 
ness. 

Major General William F. Dean was awarded 
the first Congressional Medal of Honor of the 
Korean War. When last seen he was ministering to 
wounded G.I.s of his division in the thick of the 
heavy fighting around Taejon. "General Dean," 
said President Truman, "substantially contributed 
to the surge of heroism and devotion which swept 
through the ranks of the embattled infantrymen of 
those early days in Korea, and enabled them to 
make their magnificent stand against the over- 
whelming forces opposing them." 

The North Koreans were thoroughly beaten 
when the 24th Division and the other elements of 
the 8th Army approached the Yalu River in what 
was thought to be the final offensive of the Korean 
campaign. But late in November the huge armies 
of Communist China entered the war. 

A million Chinese troops, including reserves, 
armed with tanks and the most modern equipment 
swarmed down from the northern hills and stormed 
the Allied lines. The overwhelming superiority of 
enemy men and equipment was too much for our 
forces and once more the 24th Division and the 
entire U. S. 8th Army were forced to retreat. 

But the last battle in any war is the most im- 
portant. In the early days of World War II the 
Yanks were driven out of the Philippines but 
finally they returned victorious in the last show- 
down. And there will come a day when once again 
the 24th Infantry will be given the command to 
advance. Once again, as in the past, the 24th will 
live up to its proud nickname — "The Victory 
Division."
